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TERROR WAR TO 


LAST 30 YEARS

THE war on terror could last an agonising 
30 years, experts warned last night. 

Top military chiefs fear British troops could 
remain in conflict with terrorist groups for decades 


to come. 


And the Government is facing a backlash at home, 
where six out of 10 Brits now want our soldiers pulled out 
of Iraq. It all comes after a further £100million was 
pledged towards rebuilding Iraq and another £500m was 
earmarked to help fund classrooms in Pakistan to replace 
religious schools blamed for rising extremism. 


Prof Paul Rogers, of The 
Oxford Research Group, a 
US security think-tank, 
said there was “every 
prospect” of the war on 
terror stretching 30 years. 

He said a “fundamental 
rethink of policy” was 
needed by the US. 

But he warned that 
President George Bush’s 
opinion was likely to be 
complicated by the value of 
oil in the Middle East. 

Tony Blair was in 
Pakistan yesterday for a 
summit with President 
Pervez Musharraf. 


He pledged to fund 
moderate Islamic schools 
and provide more job 
opportunities to erode the 
extremists’ support base. 

He also vowed to stamp 
out Taliban insurgents in 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

The Premier said the war 
against extremism would 
fail unless more was done 
to support moderate 
political and religious 
forces. 

Mr Blair added: “This 
terrorism that we are 
facing, of which one 
manifestation is what has 
happened in Afghanistan, 
has been a long time going 
and will take a long time to 
defeat.” 

His visit came amid

Fury as he gives ‘OK for child sex 


BACKLASH: Police boss Grange

A POLICE chief who 
claimed men who had 
sex with girls of 13 were 
NOT paedophiles was 
yesterday blasted by a 
children’s charity. 

Chief Constable Terry Grange 
said he saw nothing wrong with 
aman aged 30 having sex witha 
teenage girl. 

And the head of the Dyfed/Powys 
force added that only those who 
slept with girls under 13 should 
face prosecution. 

But charity Kidscape yesterday 
hit back at the Dyfed/Powys police 
chief’s comments, branding him 
“misguided and irresponsible”. 


Disturbing 


Founder Michele Elliott said: 
“The definition of a paedophile is a 
person who is sexually attracted to 
children. In this country, we class 
this as children under 16. 

“I think he is being irresponsible. 
He seems to be only talking about 
child protection for those under the 
age of 13. It is very disturbing, 
especially for a police officer. 

“Girls aged nine, 10 and 11 are

now wearing bras, they’re having 
periods. They are no longer chil- 
dren in his definition. So I think 
he’s on very dicey ground here.” 

UK law bans anyone from having 
sex with under-16s. If the child is 13 
or older and consenting, it is 
classed as “unlawful sexual inter- 
course”. If they are under 13, the 
offence is rape. 

But Mr Grange, 56, who is also the 
Association of Chief Police 
Officers’ spokesman on child pro- 
tection and managing sex offend- 
ers, said: “The closer they get to 16 
the more it becomes a grey area. 

“We are talking about very young 
people when it is paedophilia and I 
wouldn’t want to mix up kids who 
are just the wrong side of 16 with 
paedophiles. 

“T don’t personally adhere to the 
15-year-old being with a 20-year-old 
boyfriend being paedophilia — or 
even if the boyfriend is 30.” 

But yesterday he apparently tried 
to backtrack on his comments, 
claiming in a BBC interview: “I 
was referring to 13, 14 and 15-year- 
old girls and boys, nothing else.”
